Milk Records Help 

The value of milk records in im- 
proving herd production is the sub- 
ject of an interesting reference in 
the annual report of the work of Il- 
lustration Stations for 1930, which 
has just been issued. In 1928 the 
average production from eighteen 
test herds was 6,442 pounds of milk; 
for 1930 the individual average was 
7,073, an increase of 631 pounds of 
milk ‘per cow over a period of two 
years. Only by actual knowledge of 
what each cow in his dairy herd is 
produting can the farmer today elim- 
inate whe “boarders” and increase 
total production and the earning 
power of this phase of his farming 
operations. 

Why Hens Stop Laying 

A flock that has laid heavily dur- 
ing the winter will generally slow up 
toward the middle of the summer 
when they begin to moult, but when 
the egg yiela drops rapidly until it 
practically ceases without any appar- 
ent reason, then suspect vermin. 
Body lice, which remain on the birds, 
and the red mite which infests the 
poultry house during the day, return- 
ing to the birds at roosting time, 
cause heavy losses. Mr. F. C. Elford, 
Dominion Poultry Husbandman, re- 
commends for the former dusting the 
birds with lice powder and applying 
blue ointment beneath the wings; and 
for the red mite he recommends 4 
strong solution of Zenoleum, or any

REGARDING PEDDLERS 


A police court case in Hamilton 
recently showed the foolishness of 
purchasing from some of the peddlers 
who travel from door to door with 
wares of all kinds. These particular 
wandering merchants were selling 
what they represented to be “inlaid 
vulcanized linoleum” at 80c per 
square yard, and housewives were 
told that at this price it was ot ee 
markable bargain. Experts called in 
to testify when the case appeared in 
police court declared that the “linole- 
um” was poor grade material that 
was not worth half what was being 
charged for it. Similarly a peddler 
who visited Blenheim recently sold a 
gadget to be offixed to a water tap 
for the purpose of preventing splash- 

jing. For this article he asked thirty 
cents; yet it was on sale in §t least 
one local store for just half the price. 
The moral is that people can deal 
with much more confidence with 
their local merchants than they can 
with these wandering salesmen,whose 
stories of low prices should be taken 
with a grain of salt. The merchant 
is here to stay; his business depends 
upon the quality of his prices. The 
peddier, on the other hand, cares no- 
thing about repeat orders, for as a 
rule he’s not coming back this way— 
Essex Free Press. 


With the thermometer rising to 
record heights, reaching the high 
mark ‘for the whole of Canada at 
Huntsville where the mercury touch- 
ed 101, hundreds of prostrations oc- 
curred throughout the province. Sev- 
en of these proved fatal. 

Every main. highway was clogged 
with traffic from early morning un- 
til the small,hours of the following 
morning, but though many minor ac- 
cidents occurred only two people 
were killed in this manner. Both 
died when a car struck a telephone 
pole near Hamilton. Three other 
persons were severely injured in the 
same’crash and it is feared they will 
die.

ACCIDENTS AND 
EMPLOYMENT 


The experience of 167 firms em- 
ploying 250 or more - on the average 
as reported to the Industrial Acci- 
dent Prevention Associations for the 
first four months of this year indi- 
cates a steady increase in the num- 
ber of employees in Ontario indus- 
tries. The February figures showed 
1,919 more workers than in January, 
in March there were 1,401 more than 
in February and in April figures just 
released Show a further increase of 
248 employees. The average number 
of hours worked per employee in 
April stood at 193 and the total num- 
ber of persons employed by 167 firms 
making the report stood at 78,519 in 
the same month. 

This report has been made for 
nearly two and a half years and there 
is a steaay decline in accident fre- 
quency. R. B. Morley, general man- 
ager of the Industrial Accident Pre-| 
vention Associations, attributes this 
drop in accident frequency largely to’ 
more interest on the part of execu-' 
tive officials of the companies mak- 
ing the report. The average frequen- 
cy in April 1929, stood at 34.54, in 
April, 1930, at 14.78, and in April 
1931, at 12.23. 


REMEMBER THE OAK 


To seek shelter under’ an oak tree 
during a thunder storm is almost as 
dangerous as to search for gasoline 
with a lighted match. Of all trees, 
the oak is rhost susceptible to lightn- 
ing. : 

So says a bulletin issued by the 
Davey Tree Institute of Tree Surg- 
ery, which has been studying the 
phenomena of lightning in relation to 
trees. \ 

If you must get under a tree, says 
the Davey Institute, find a beach, for 
it is rarely ever a victim of lightning. 
The ratio of the oak to the beach in 
being struck-by an electrical bolt is 
60 é 1, according to observations 
made over a period of years. 

The roots of a tree tap the electric- 
al field of the ground. When a storm 
cloud is overhead the positive electri- 
city in it is attracted by the negative 
electricity in the earth, and lightning 
follows. 

Trees, such as the oak, which have 
a large area naturally have larger 
electrical fields than others. Oaks 
also have “tap” roots, which go far 
into the ground and bring up large 
quantities of water to the tree, which 
serves as another attraction for elec- 
trical bolts. 

The best advice of the Davey In- 
stitute is to avoid trees altogether 
when lightning is at work, as it 
would be somewhat difficult for the 
layman to make a scientific selection 
in time of emergency. Better to 
keep in the open spaces, if no house 
is near, and get thoroughly wet than 
to offer yourself as a target for 


lightning.

NORTH BATTLEFORD 
STRUCK BY CYCLONE 


Storm-wrecked North Battleford on 
Saturday surveyed disordered streets 
reflecting damage of more than 
$100,000 caused by a sudden cyclone 
late Friday. Scores of workers were 
busy cleaning paths through debris 
of torn-down roofs, shattered walls, 
upturned buildings and battered 
motor-cars, left in the wake of the 
45-minute twister. : 

Not a life was lost and no serious 
injuries were reported, but townsfolk 
of the little settlement on the banks 
of the Saskatchewan River, 80 miles 
horth-west of Saskatoon, shuddered 
in their cellars while the storm raged. 
The cyclone broke at five o'clock in 
the afternoon, ended as suddenly as 
it began and was followed by an 
hour’s torrential rain.
